SHELBY’S DAY OF GLORY. is 
The result of the ring battle at 
Shelby between JACK Dempser, ‘thé 
heavyweight champion’ of the world, 
and Tom ‘Grepons confounded ‘the 
prophets. There was not one of them 
to do the challenger enough honor to 
allow him a chance to stand up for 
fifteen rounds—that is to say, to be on 
his.feet when time was called. An in- 
conspicuous minority of boxers like 
MisxKz, a contender against both men 
in. séveral. bouts, and. McTicug, the 
light-heavyweight champion, had faith 
in the skill and craft of Grssons and 
spoke.a good word for him. Authori- 
ties on “ form’ and veterans of the 
ringside were almost to.a man of the 
belief that the St. Paul adventurer was 
a lamb going to the slaughter. There 
were many who said that the match 
should never.-have - been. made, and 
that the New York Commission would 
have forbidden it in this State.

Thus the first battle 
of Shelby was won with the aid of the 
chief creditor. Of the- casualties it 
would be too painful to speak. Men 
had thrown their all into the affray 
and emerged with wounds that only 
time. could heal. 

-Bhelby’s' fiasco was inevitable from 
the first. Its speculation in pugilism 
was an attempt to vie with the im- 
Presarios of New York, who are ac- 
complished in publicity, specialize in 
human nature and command large 
credits. The P. R. is a gold mine only 
to the knowing. Getting out the ore 
is really a technical business. Every 
detail of a championship match is im- 
portant from the signing of the papers 
‘to policing thé arena, and the cost. of 
the enterprise often exceeds the nicest 
calculation: Shelby, a prairie settle- 
ment, remote from great cities, and 
therefore untrained in the wiles of
